Sen. Everett M. Dirksen (R., UL) who introduced 
the bill in the Senate, has received a number of let- 
ters critical of this proposed legislation. 

To one such letter he replied, "I am fully sensible 
of the fact that there has been objection on other oc- 
casion emong church groups and it may be that my 
estimate of the importance of the political life and the 
relation of people to their government is much higher 
than the common estimate, because I believe there is 
something quite sacred about a critizen's duty to his 
government...

Would it not be a shame to 
make this attitude official, by delberately scheduling 
an event of national importance — the election of our 
president and members of both houses of Congress — 
to conflic with the regular Sunday worship services 
in the churches of our country? 

This is not something vague or imaginary. M is a 
bill — Senate Bill 1211 — which has already been in- 
troduced in the U, S. Senate.

A Tribute to Dr. Albert Schwietzer

St. Paul in writing to 
the Christian church at 
Rome in the middle of the 
first century, said, “Ren- 
der therefore to all their 
dues; tribute.to whom. tri- 
bute is due; custom to 
whom custom; fear to whom 
fear; honor to whom honor" 
(Romans 13:0. 

Certainly Dr. Albert Sch- 
wietzer deserves a few 
paragraphs of our space in 
our newspapers today. 
When he died at his hospi- 
tal in Lambarene, Africa, 
on September 4, he had gi- 
ven over 50 years of his tal- 
ented life to help people 
to live. 

Dr. Schwietzer was a man 
of many talents. He was the 
world's greatest authority 
on the music of Johann Se- 
bastian Bach. He wrote a 
book on the subject in 
French which he re-edited 
in German and it emerged 
from the press twice the 
size of his first edition in 
French. Later, at the re- 
quest of the English speak- 
ing world, he translated his 
works into English. His 
parents, his paternal grand- 
father and his teacher Char 
les Marie Wider, had in- 
spired and instructed him 
in his musical quest. He 
was always welcome to give 
concerts on the finést or- 
gans of Europe. These con- 
certs gave him support for 
his hospital in Africa 

Dr. Schweitzer was also 
a leading theologian. His 
father was a Lutheran min- 
ister and his interests fell

along that line, While in the 
Universities of Strassburg 
and Berlin he earned doc- 
torates in philosophy and in 
theology. When only 24 
years old he became dea- 
con and -curate ^at the 
church of St. Nicholas in 
Strassburg. Soon he was 
made principal of the The- 
ological College of Strass- 
burg and enjoyed a very 
happy life for several years

On March 26, 1913, Al- 
bert Schweitzer and his 
wife, Helen Bresslau, whom 
he had married the year be- 
fore, embarked for Africa. 
When he got to the mission 
station at Lambarene he 
found a chicken house was 
his consulting room and a 
corrugated-iron building 
13 x 26 feet was his oper- 
ating room and dispensary. 
Here he ministered to the 
needy people of that area. 
It was estimated that in 
his lifetime there he brought 
medical help to over one 
and one-half million people. 

Today we stand in rever- 
ence to pay our tribute to 
one who had so much to 
give and gave it all. His life 
is a rebuke to our own in- 
dulgent lives in this pros- 
perous land of America.

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C&SF FCD Visit Canal Zone To Study 
Seacows’ Forage On Aquatic Weeds 


A seacow safari into the 
jungles of the Canal Zone 
is planned by eight Florida 
officials andan associate 
professor from Florida At- 
lantic University. 

They will investigate a 
new U. S. Project utilizing 
seacows (also known as 
manatees) to eat aquatic 
weeds and will compare 
notes on a three-year study 
of the mammals currently 
being sponsored by the Cen- 
tral and Southern Florida 
Flood Control Dist. (FCD). 

The group wil fly to 
Panama on Aerovias Pan- 
ama Airline, leaving Miami 
International Airport Fri- 
day, September 24, and re- 
turning Tuesday afternoon 
September 28. The APA 
airliner flies over Cuba en 
route. 

Riley S. Miles of Kissim- 
mee, Chairman of the FCD 
Governing Board, said the 
group will travel from Pan- 
ama to Gamboa in the in- 
terior of the Isthmus and 
thence by small boat up the 
Chagres River into the jung- 
le where five adult seacows 
and a baby are penned in a 
seven-acre lagoon. 

For more than a year, the 
Flood Control District has 
been sponsoring a manatee 
study directed by Dr. Peter 
Sguros of Florida Atlantic 
University. 

Currently the District has 
six of the mammals in a 
specially fenced sector of 
canal near Ft. Lauderdale. 
Dr. Sguros bas reported that 
the animals have proven 
themselves excellent weed 
eaters, and the main item
